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a TRADE AGREEMENT—UNITED STATES VS. ENGLAND 


OLLOWING the visit of Walter Runciman, president of the British Board 

of Trade, the United States and Great Britain virtually agreed to negotiate 

a reciprocal trade agreement and actual negotiations for improved com- 
mercial relations might begin in the very near future. Both Runciman and Hull 
emphasize that terms of peace can be guaranteed for the world only through 
the breakdown of artificial trade barriers. 

Up to now, the British Government, although professing full sympathy with 
Hull’s Program, has been lukewarm toward a formal agreement. The attitude of 
the British Governmentj}teward agreement with the United States will undoubt- 
edly prove to be one of thé Mosfiluminating examples of realism since there are 
aspects of the proposed negotiations which §ndijeate.a reversal of what has here- 
tofore been a definite Britishrtrade_policy. = i 

It may be interesting to know that Walter Run¢iman, as president of the 
3ritish Board of Trade, holds a position whith ¢éfresponds,in a general way 
with that of the Secretary of Commerce in this country. ‘The fact that he came 
to the United States for a discussion of the subject indicates that matters have 
gone much further than is officially indicated and the prospects for an agreement 
are considerably brighter than official caution would permit the Washington 
authorities to announce, 

Details may be difficult to arrange, although it is probable that both countries 
have a fairly definite idea of what they can propose with reasonable prospect of 
success. Such matters as imperial preference, growing out of the Imperial Con- 
ference at Ottawa, are not insuperable in the revival of world trade. 

The American policy of international commercial agreements upon a most- 
favored-nation basis is to be the foundation upon which any reciprocal trade 
bridge between the two nations is to be built. 

The Ottawa Agreement, expiring this year, will be renewed “modified to take 
advantage of experience,” but with no change of policy. London has delayed in 
announcing the renewal terms and inference is that the delay has been due to 
the unwillingness of London to proceed in the matter, for should the concessions 
granted Canada be too great, the United States may not find it worth its while to 
come to any arrangement for a trade agreement with England. 

On the other hand if even a small beginning in the way of reciprocal conces- 
sions between Washington and London be made, there is a probability that the 
way will be open for similar agreements between the United States and other 
dominions and crown colonies and, as the present British bilateral agreements 
expire, considerable modifications in the interest of world trade upon a broader 
basis may become practicable. 

Although it may be months before an agreement is finally reached, it will 
not only benefit British-American Trade but the trade of the world.

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VENEZUELA EXTENDS MOST- 
FAVORED NATION TREATMENT 


The Department of State has been in- 
formed by the American Legation in 
Venezuela that the Venezuelan Govern- 
ment, in view of the most-favored-nation 
treatment accorded Venezuelan products 
imported into the United States, has in- 
structed the Venezuelan customs authori- 
ties. to extend to American products the 
customs benefits accorded to France in the 


Franco-Venezuelan trade agreement of 
August 7, 1926. 
United States exports to Venezuela 


which will be benefited by this action in- 
clude perfumery and toilet preparations 
of all kinds, certain wines and liqueurs, 
mineral waters, and certain grades of silk 
and rayon piece goods. The reductions in 
the Venezuelan duties on these commodi- 
ties range from 20 to 37% per cent. 


ECUADOR NEGOTIATION OF 
TRADE AGREEMENT 
CONTEMPLATED 


The Government contemplates the ne- 
gotiation of a trade agreement with Ecua- 
dor, and invited interested persons to sub- 
mit suggestions as to the products that 
should be considered. 

The preliminary announcement, which 
is made with a view to obtaining sug- 
gestions from interested persons in the 
early stages of the discussions, should not 
be confused with the formal notice of in- 
tention to negotiate regularly given. A 
formal notice will be issued at a later 
date, after receipt of the proposals of the 
Government of Ecuador, at which time 
there will also be made public a list of 
products on which the United States will 
consider granting concessions to Ecuador 
(whether in the form of reductions in im- 


port duties or binding of existing tariff 
treatment). 

Suggestions as to products to be con- 
sidered in negotiating with Ecuador may 
concern either exports or imports. Exact 
technical descriptions of the products in 
question should be given, including, so far 
as possible, their nomenclature in _ the 
tariff laws of the importing country. 
These suggestions may be submitted in 
any form, and need not be under oath. 
They should be addressed to The Honor- 
able Thomas Walker Page, Chairman of 
the Committee for Reciprocity Informa- 
tion, 7th and F Streets, N. W., Washing- 
ton, D. C., and should reach the Commit- 
tee not later than February 4, 1937. 


OFFICE OF PHILIPPINE AFFAIRS 
ESTABLISHED 


An office has been established in the 
Department of State to be known as the 
Office of Philippine Affairs for the purpose 
of carrying out, under the Secretaries, the 
provisions, insofar as they relate to the 
Department of State, of the “Act to pro- 
vide for the complete independence of the 
Philippine Islands, to provide for the adop- 
tion of a constitution and a form of Gov- 
ernment for the Philippine Islands, and 
for other purposes,” approved March 24, 
1934, and (in conjunction especially with 
the Division of Far Eastern Affairs and 
with other interested divisions) to have 
general charge of such other matters as 
concern this Department in relation to the 
Philippine Islands. The office designation 
will be PI. 

Mr. Joseph E. Jacobs, a Foreign Ser- 
vice Officer of Class II, now detailed to 
the Department, has been designated Chief 
of the Office of Philippine Affairs.—De 
partmental Order No. 660. 
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RAYMOND BARTLETT STEVENS 
Vice Chairman 
United States Tariff Commission 
Wasuincton, D. C. 

__Mr. Stevens was born in Binghamton, New York, on June 18, 1874; Harvard University, class of 
1897 ; Harvard Law School, class of 1899. He was admitted to the bar in New Hampshire in 1899, and 
served in the House of Representatives, State of New Hampshire for the following terms: 1909, 1911, 1913 
and 1923. Mr. Stevens was elected as delegate to the ccnstitutional convention of that State in 1912; and 
was also elected to the Sixty-third Congress from the Second New Hampshire District, 1913-1915. He 
served as Special Counsel for the Federal Trade Commission. Mr. Stevens also served as Vice Chairman 
of the Shipping Board from 1917 to 1920. He was American representative on the Allied Maritime 
Transport Council, 1917-1918; and adviser on Foreign Affairs to the Siamese Government for nine years, 
resigning in 1935. Mr. Stevens was appointed as United States Tariff Commissioner on August 20, 1935. 
He was designated by the President as Vice-Chairman of the United States Tariff Commission on 
January 16, 1937. Mr. Stevens is married. 

Duties of the Vice Chairman 

Appointed by the President, confirmed by the Senate, he with his five associates directs and is 
responsible to the President and to the Congress for the octivities of the Tariff Commission under the 
various provisions of law covering: general powers and duties relating to investigations and advice to 
the executive and the legislative branches; adjustments in statutory rates of duty; unfair practices in 
import trade ; discriminations against our foreign trade; technical assistance in the negotiation of reciprocal 
trade agreements; investigations and advice in respect of certain import control measures related to 
agricultural programs; official cooperation with other branches of the government.

RECIPROCAL TRADE AGREEMENTS 


A resolution was introduced on January 
11 into the House by the Chairman of the 
Ways and Means Committee, calling for 
the renewal of the Reciprocal Trade 
Agreements Act. Hearings bave been held, 
Probably two or three days will be allo- 
sated to these hearings and the matter 
will be pushed into action. 

Two bills have been introduced to ter- 
minate the reciprocal trade agreements 
program, one to furnish Congress with in- 
formation on trade treaties, one to provide 
for Senate ratification and one to forbid 
the conclusion of trade agreements with 
countries defaulting on their debt pay- 
ments.

3385 of the

Statutes of the 
United States 
and the Act of 
August 4, 1886, 
provide for the 
exportation of 
manufactured 
tobacco prod- 
ucts without 
the manufac- 
turer thereof 
affixing stamps 
indicating the 
payment of the 
tax on such 
products; and 
it has been held 
that to consti- 
tute exportation the owner of the goods 
should intend that they will not only 
be landed in a foreign port but that 
they should enter into the commerce of a 
foreign country. The privelege of export- 
ing tobacco manufactures free of tax is 
contingent upon the making of such entry, 
and the filing of bonds and bills of lading 
required under the regulations relating to 
the taxes on tobacco products. Shipments 
of tobacco, snuff, cigars and cigarettes may 
be made by the manufacturers of such 
products to the Philippine Islands and 
Puerto Rico and other possessions of the 
United States, free of tax, under the same 
procedure as in the case of exports to a 
foreign country. 

While manufacturers of tobacco prod- 
ucts are permitted to withdraw such 
products from their factories, for export, 
without the payment of tax, any person 
who exports tobacco products upon which 
the internal revenue tax has been paid is 
entitled to file claim for drawback of the 
tax paid on such articles upon furnishing 
evidence that the goods were exported in 
accordance with the law and regulations. 

Prior to the enactment of the Tariff Act 
of 1930, there was no authority for do-

mestic manufacturers of tobacco products 
to withdraw from their factories, without 
the payment of tax, such products in- 
tended to be delivered to vessels for use 
as sea stores. That Act provides that the 
shipment of manufactured tobacco, snuff, 
cigars or cigarettes for consumption be- 
yond the jurisdiction of the internal 
revenue laws of the United States shall 
be deemed exportation. Manufactured to- 
bacco products can now be delivered to 
certain classes of vessels for use as sea 
stores beyond the exterior boundaries of 
the United States and, in order to make 
tobacco products immdiately available for 
delivery to such vessels on short notice, 
bonded warehouses have been established 
at various ports in the United States from 
which tax-free tobacco products are fur- 
nished to vessels within a few hours after 
an order has been received. 

Manufacturers of taxable tobacco prod- 
ucts are not permitted to export leaf 
tobacco. The exportation of such tobacco 
may be made only by farmers or growers 
of tobacco, bona fide tobacco growers’ co- 
cperative associations, or registered deal- 
ers in leaf tobacco. 

Tobacco in the natural left, unstemmed or 
stemmed, may be imported into the United 
States and wtihdrawn from customs cus- 
tody without the payment of any internal 
revenue tax upon payment of the customs 
duty; and tobacco scraps, cuttings and 
clippings, representing the by-product of 
manufacture, may likewise be imported 
and withdrawn tax free for delivery direct 
to a registered manufacturer of tobacco 
or cigars. However, an internal revenue 
tax must be paid on all manufactured to- 
bacco, snuff, cigars and cigarettes, and 
cigarette papers and tubes, imported into 
the United States, in addition to the 
customs duty. The same rates of tax apply 
as are imposed on lige articles manufac- 
tured in the United States. The tax on 
imported tobacco, snuff, cigars, and ciga- 
rettes accrues upon release of such articles 
from customs custody, and internal reve- 
nue stamps of the proper denomination 
and class must be affixed to packages of 
such articles as evidence of the payment

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of the tax. Tobacco products manufactured 
in the Philippine Islands, Puerto Rico or 
the Virgin Islands, which are brought into 
the United States, are subject to the in- 
ternal revenue tax imposed on such articles 
but are not subject to the customs duty. 
Tobacco products of American manufac- 
ture, after having been once exported tax 
free, are subject to a duty equal to the 
internal revenue tax when reimporied or 
brought back into the United States. 


Liquor Taxes 


The internal revenue law imposes an 
excise tax at the rate of $2.00 per proof 
gallon, oh wine gallon when below proof, 
on all distilled spirits imported ino the 
United States. (Section 600, Revenue Act 
of 1918, as amended, U.S.C., title 26, sec. 
1150). The term “distilled spirits” in- 
cludes alcohol, whisky, rum, brandy, and 
gin, and the tax is likewise applicable to 
distilled spirits contained in imported per- 
fumery. 

The excise tax on imported distilled 
spirits is collected by the Collector of Cus- 
toms at the port of entry and deposited 
into the Treasury as internal revenue re- 
ceip's. The tax is collected on the quantity 
withdrawn from customs bonded ware- 
houses and not on such losses as may have 
occurred from leakage, breakage, evapora- 
tion and similar causes while stored 
therein. 

The internal revenue laws impose excise 
taxes on all still wines imported into the 
United States. These taxes are gradua‘ed 
according to the alcoholic content of the 
wine. The taxes on still wines are as fol- 
lows: On wines containing not more than 
14 per centum of absolute alcohol, 5 cents 
per wine gallon, the per centum of alcohol 
to be reckoned by volume and not by 
weight; on wines containing move than 14 
per centum and not exceeding 21 per 
centum of absolute alcohol, 10 cents per 
wine gallon; on wines containing more 
than 21 per centum and not exceeding 24 
per centum of absolute alcohol, 20 cents 
per wine gallon. All still wines contain- 
ing more than 24 per centum of absolute 
alcohol by volume are classed as distilled 
spirits and taxed accordingly. (Section 
611, Revenue Act of 1918, amended by Sec- 
tion 319(c) of the Liquor Tax Adminis- 
tration Act, approved June 26, 1936). 

Additional taxes on imports are as fol- 
lows: On each bottle or other container of 
champagne or sparkling wine, 2% cents 
on each one-half pint or fraction thereof; 
on each bottle or other container of arti- 
ficially carbonated wine, 1% cents on each 
one-pint or fraction thereof; on each bottle 
or other container of liqeurs, cOrdials, or 
similar compounds, by whatever name sold 
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or offered for sale, containing sweet wine, 
citrus-fruit wine, peach wine, cherry wine, 
berry wine, apricot wine, or apple wine. 
fortified, respectively, with grape brandy, 
citrus-fruit brandy, peach brandy, cherry 
brandy, berry brandy, apricot brandy, or 
apple brandy, 1% cents on each one-half 
pint or fraction thereof. Any of the fore- 
going articles containing more than 24 per 
centum of absolute alcohol by volume (ex- 
cept vermouth, liqeurs, cordials, and simi- 
lar compounds made in rectifying plants 
and containing tax-paid sweet wine, citrus- 
fruit wine, peach wine, cherry wine, berry 
wine, apricot wine, or apple wine, fortified, 
respectively, with grape brandy, citrus- 
fruit brandy, peach brandy, cherry brandy, 
berry brandy, apricot brandy, or apple 
brandy) are classed as distilled spirits and 
taxed accordingly. (Section 613, Revenue 
Act of 1918, as amended by Section 319(d) 
of the Liquor Tax Administration Act, ap- 
proved June 26, 1936). 

The internal revenue taxes on imported 
still and sparkling wines, and on liqeurs, 
cordials, etc., containing wine fortified 
with brandy, are likewise collected by the 
Collector of Customs at the port of entry 
and deposited into the Treasury as inter- 
nal revenue receipts. (Customs Treasury 
Decision 47942, approved October 22, 
1935). 

All packages of spirituous, vinous, 
malted, or other fermented liquor, or any 
compound containing any _ spirituous, 
vinous, malted, or other fermented liquor 
fit for use for beverage purposes imported 
into the United States are required to be 
labeled on the outside cover so as to show 
plainly the name of the consignee, the 
nature of their contents, and the quantity 
contained therein. (Section 8 of theh 
Liquor Enforcement Act of 1936, approved 
June 25, 1936). 

Distilled spirits imported in bottles are 
required to have affixed to each bottle the 
strip stamp (red) prescribed by Title Il 
of the Liquor Taxing Act of 1934, ap- 
proved January 11, 1934, before they enter 
into the commerce of the United States. 
Applications of importers for the purchase 
of red strip stamps may be filed in tripli- 
cate with the Collector of Customs. A copy 
is returned to the applicant for submis- 
sion to the appropriate Collector of In- 
ternal Revenue who will issue the stamps 
and make record of the serial numbers 
thereof. No distilled spirits imported in 
bottles may be released from customs bond 
without the strip stamps having been at- 
tached thereto by the producer or exporter 
in the foreign country, or under the super- 
vision of an officer abroad assigned by the 
Collector of Customs, or under supervision

| ONE of us can speak too highly of 


the share in the recent notable advance 
in world trade that is attributable to the 
reciprocal trade agreement program of 
Secretary of State Cordell Hull. I believe 
these agreements have been negotiated 
with a broad sense of the American in- 
terests at stake. They are already having 
practical and beneficial results in_ this 
country. But their greatest service is 
probably the encouragement they give to 
the world at large to resume international 
trade on a freer basis, with the assurance 
that the barriers preventing access to the 
world’s market places can be lowered for 
the benefit of all nations. Mr. Hull had 
that vision many years ago, and his cour- 
age in providing so effectively for its re- 
alization is something to be commended 
and seconded by all of us who are con- 
cerned in foreign trade. 

But we still need more and more visual- 
ization of what foreign trade actually 
means to Americans and to the countries 
with whom we trade. We need a central 
meeting place to which we can repair 
periodically to see before us the products 
of foreign trade and the services which 
carry it on. All of us who attended the 
National Foreign Trade Convention last 
year in Chicago, for example, found a 
very exceptional meeting place for the 
focusing of facts and experience, the de- 
velopment of common policy, and the 
means for direct contact with foreign 
trade executives from all parts of the 
world. 

But another meeting place will also be 
useful in which the operating atmosphere 
of foreign trade is visible in terms of the 
products we sell and buy abroad in the 
actual scenery and background in which 
they are used. That conception calls for 
a fair, and we who are interested in the 
World Two-Way Trade Fair believe that 
this fair will serve that highly practical 
purpose.

The World Two-Way Trade Fair is the 
first international trade fair to be held in 
America and it is scheduled to take place 
in New York from May 10 to 22, 1987. It 
will be held at the Port Authority Com- 
merce Building in Commerce Hall, whose 
five acres constitute the largest indoor 
exhibition space in the United States. 

It is proposed by means of this fair to 
set up an International Clearing House 
for world trade. Naturally, importing be- 
longs very substantially in this picture. 
What distinguishes this fair from others 
of its kind is our effort to bring also to 
this country graphic exhibits of the thing's 
we have to buy from other countries. In 
other words, the fair will impress upon 
all who see it the fact that international 
trade can only be carried on on a two-way 
or triangular basis. There will be official 
government exhibits from foreign coun- 
tries, and there will be private exhibits 
from foreign firms. In both of these 
categories we have already made sufficient 
progress to insure a very large foreign 


participation. Representative committees 
are being set up for each important 


foreign country under the authorization 
of the Board of Directors and participa- 
tion of each country will thus be under a 
representative group of business men act- 
ing for that country with the cooperation 
of their government. The exhibits will 
also include travel and tourist attractions, 
which are vitally important components 
of the international balance of payments. 
This is an international enterprise. That 
its first showing takes place in New York 
is the accident of birth and the conjunc- 
tion of favorable circumstances. We look 
forward to the World Two-Way Trade 
Fair becoming a permanent fixture in 
American foreign trade, held from year to 
year durjgg the dates approximating the 
observance of Foreign Trade Week.

CUSTOMS REGULATIONS AMENDED—GAUGING OF LIQUORS 
Page 1392 : ss i . 

Article 1357 of the Customs Regulations of 1931 is hereby amended as follows: 

Paragraph (b) is amended to read as follows: 

(b) When gauged by the rod method, each package of wines, spirits, and liquors must 
be gauge@ and insected separately without regard to marks and brands already on such 
package.

In the case 
of mail entries, duty and internal-revenue tax shall be exactly assessed, when the importer 
so requests, even though the change between the estimated and liquidated amounts be less 
than $1.

Such samples 
of merchandise to be analyzed will include sugar, wool, foods, oils, dyestuffs, ores, metals, 
coal-tar products, paper, textiles, narcotic drugs, chemicals, medicines, beverages, or any 
other articles susceptible to analysis in customs laboratories. [T.D. 48735.] 

(b) Chief chemists of customs laboratories shall submit promptly to the requesting 
oflicer reports of analysis on samples received by them. One copy of the report of analysis 
shall be attached to the invoice or other entry documents transmitted by appraising offi- 
cers to the collector. The report shall cover the particular information desired in each 
ease, such as the identity, grade, composition, percentage, or character of the samples 
analyzed. All reports of analysis shall be complete and comprehensive and sufficiently in 
detail to enable customs officers to classify, or ascertain value, rate of duty, drawback or 
admiss.bility. [T.D. 48735.] 

(ce) Chemists and analysts will consult with and advise customs officers on technical 
or scientific questions, which will include those affecting entry, appraisement, and tariff 
classification of imported merchandise, and claims for drawbacks. [T.D. 48735.] 

(d) In cases where no method of obtaining representative samples of merchandise 
intended for laboratory analysis is provided for in existing regulations, officers request- 
ing laboratory analysis shall follow the recommendation of the chief chemist with re- 
spect to the method of obtaining such representative samples, unless the requesting officer 
deems such method impracticable, in which event he shall submit the matter to the Com- 
missioner of Customs for determination. [T.D. 48735.] 

(e) Chemists will assist customs agents or enforcement officers by application of 
scientific methods of testing and detection in cases of fraud, smuggling, or other violations 
of customs laws.

Article 507 is amended to read as follows: 


Art. 507. Marking and stamping of spirits, w'nes, malt liquors, and aleoholie fruit 
juices in casks and similar containers.—(a) United States Code, title 19, section 467, and 
Tariff Act of 1930, paragraph 804: 

* * * Sec. 467. All distilled spirits, wines, and malt liquors, imported in pipes, hogs- 
heads, tierces, barrels, casks, or other similar packages, shall be first placed in _ publi 
store or bonded warehouse, and shall not be removed therefrom until the same shall have 
been inspected, marked, and branded by a United States customs-gauger, and a stamp 
affixed to each package, indicating the date and particulars of such inspection: and the 
Secretary of the Treasury is authorized to prescribe the form of, and provide, the requisit 
stamps, and to make all regulations which he may deem necessary and proper for carry- 
ing the foregoing requirements into effect. Any pipe, hogshead, tierce, barrel, cask, or 
other package withdrawn from public store or bonded warehouse purporting to contain 
imported liquor, found without having thereon the stamp hereby reauired, shall be. with 
its contents, forfeited to the United States; * * * (Mar. 1, 1879, e. 125, see. 11, 20 
Stat. 342.) 

* * * Par. 804. Still wines, including ginger wine or ginger cordial. vermouth, and 
rice wine or sake. and similar beverages * * Provided, That anv of the foregoing 
articles specified in this paragranh when hicniatahibaad containing more than 24 per centum 
of aleohol shall he classed as spirits * * *, 

(hb) The provision in section 467 above that distilled snirits, wines, and malt liquors 
shall be first placed in public store or bonded warehouse is construed as directory only 
and such merchandise, unless otherwise reauired to be sent to the nublic store, may. in 
the discretion of the collector, be insnected, gauged, marked. and stamped at the place 
of unlading, or at another suitable place if. in the oninion of the collector. such inspec- 
tion, ete., can be done there with equal facility and effectiveness. [T.D. 48711.] 

(ce) On requisition therefor a moderate supply of customs stamps for liquors in casks 
or similar containers will be furnished by the Department to such ports as have actual 
use for them. The stamps are of three kinds and colors, viz: those printed in black for 
imported distilled spirits, those printed in green for reimported domestic distilled spirits, 
and those printed in brown for wines and malt liquors. The brown stamps will also be 
used for fruit juices containing alechol or distilled spirits when imported in casks or simi- 
lar containers. [T.D. 48711.] 

(d) When the stamps are affixed to the containers they shall be filled in to show the 
date when issued, the name of the importer, the place from which shipped. the name of 
the vessel or the car number and initials, the date of arrival, the commercial name of the 
liquor in the container, the port of entry, the entry number, the name of the gauger, the 
number of wine gallons, and, in the case of distilled spirits, the number of oeadt gallons 
[T.D. 48711.] 

(e) Immediately after any distilled spirits, wines, malt liquors, or alcoholic fruit 
juices imported in casks or similar containers have been entered for consumption or 
warehouse or before such goods are sent under general order each container shall be 
carefully gauged without reference to any marks or brands already on the container and 
shall be marked with the serial number of the customs stamp which shall be scored oF 
branded on the head of the container. [T.D. 48711.] 

(f) The appropriate stamp properly filled in shall, immediately after gauging, be sé- 
curely affixed to the head of each container over the spigot hole, if any. In the case of 
wooden containers the stamp shall be tacked with at least six tacks. After having been 
affixed the stamps shall be immediately cancelled with a stencil plate having five parallel 
waved lines long enough to extend one inch beyond each end of the stamp. A contin of 
transparent varnish or other suitable substance should then be applied over the stamp t0 
protect and preserve it. If alcoholic liquors stamped as herein provided are withdraw? 
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from customs custody for exportation the customs stamp on the container so withdrawn 
shall be effectively obliterated before release from such custody. [T.D. 48711.]

(g) The collector, or at New York, the surveyor, shall keep a record of customs 
4+amps issued showing the officer to whom issued, stamp numbers, and date of issue, and 
stam] 
as stamps are used he shall note on the same record the numbers used and the entry 
number. When all the stamps in a book have been used, the book of stubs shall be checked 
against the record and an appropriate certificate signed by the checking officer shall be 
attached to the book of stubs which shall be filed in the collector’s office. [T.D. 48711.]

Article 508 is amended to read as follows: 

Art. 508. Strip stamps—Distilled spirits imported in bottles.—(a) United States Code, 
title 26, section 1152a: 

No person shall (except as provided in section 1152b) transport, possess, buy, sell, or 
transfer any distilled spirits, unless the immediate container thereof has affixed thereto 
a stamp denoting the quantity of distilled spirits contained therein and evidencing pay- 
ment of all internal-revenue taxes imposed on such spirits. The provisions of this section 
and sections 1152b to 1152g shall not apply. (I. R. T. Ds. 4418, 4429, 4464, 4473, 4496, 4526, 
4660.) 

(a) Distilled spirits placed in a container for immediate consumption on the premises 
or for preparation for such consumption; 

(b) Distilled spirits in bond or in customs custody; 

(c) Distilled spirits in immediate containers required to be stamped under existing 
law; 

(d) Distilled spirits in actual process of rectification, blending, or bottling, or in 
actual use in processes of manufacture; 

(e) Distilled spirits on which no internal-revenue tax is required to be paid; 

(f) Distilled spirits not intended for sale or for use in the manufacture or production 
of any article intended for sale; or 

(zg) Any regularly established common carrier receiving, transporting, delivering, or 
holding for transportation or delivery distilled spirits in the ordinary course of its busi- 
ness as a common carrier. (Jan. 11, 1934, ec. 1, title II, sec. 201, 48 Stat. 316.) 

(b) All applications for the purchase of red strip stamps, internal-revenue Form 428, 
“Order for Stamps—Distilled Spirits Bottle Strips,’ will be filed in triplicate. The col- 
lector of customs who approves the Form 428 will, after approval, retain one copy and 
return the original and one copy to the applicant for submission to the appropriate col- 
lector of internal revnue. ['T.D. 48711.] 

(ec) Strip stamps will be attached to bottles of distilled spirits for importation only as 
follows: (1) under sunervision of a customs officer in the bonded warehouse, as prescribed 
by paragraph (h) of this article; (2. under the supervision of an officer abroad. assigned 
by the collector of customs, as prescribed by paragraph (i) of this article; or (3) by the 
producer or exporter in the foreign country, as prescribed by paragraph (j) of this article. 
{T.D. 48711.] 

(d) Stamps prescribed by these regulations will be in the following denominations: 

. 1 gallon, % gallon, 1 quart, 4/5 quart, % quart, 1 pint, 4/5 pint, % pint, % pint, less 
than % pint. 

The price is one cent for each stamp, except that in the case of stamps for bottles of less 
than one-half pint, the price is one-quarter of one cent for each stamp. [1T.D. 48711.] 

_ e) The importer shall have indelibly overprinted in plain and legible letters and 
figures on each of the strip stamps. at his exnense. the name and address of the importer 
and the brand and kind of distilled spirits contained in the bottles, which shall, for ex- 
ample, be as follows: “John Doe & Co., Baltimore, Md., Gold Medal Irish Whisky.” There- 
after the importer shall submit the strip stamps to the collector of customs who will 
verify the overprinting, make an endorsement showing the verification on the copv of 
Form 428 attached to the entry. and return the strip stamps to the imnorter. The distilled 
spirits shall not he released from customs custody until such verification and endorse- 
ment have been made. [T.D. 48711.] 

(f) The stamps must be affixed to the bottles with the use of strong adhesive glue or 
paste. The stamns must pass over the mouth of the bottle, extending an eaual distance 
on two sides of the bottle. No part of the stamp shall be obscured or covered by any label 
or otherwise. [T.D. 48711.] 

(g) Distilled spirits arriving in the United States, Hawaii, or Alaska from any_terri- 
sone or possession of the United States in which the internal-revenue laws of the United 
States are not in effect shall be subject to the provisions of sections 1152a to 1152e, title 
26, T nited States Code and regulations issued pursuant thereto, and shall, for the purposes 
of obtaining and affixing stamps, be treated as an importation. [T. D. 48711.] 

(h) Strip stamps affixed in customs bonded warehouse.—(1) No distilled spirits im- 
ported in bottles shall be released from customs custody until there has been affixed to 
each bottle, under the supervision of a customs officer in a bonded warehouse, the strip 
Stamp required by sections 1152a to 1152g, title 26, United States Code. At ports where 
there is no bonded warehouse, no distilled spirits imported in bottles shall be released 
a the strip stamps have ben affixed to the bottles under the supervision of a customs 
7 icer, (Note—Shipments of distilled spirits in bonded warehouse on July 1, 1936, or 
yep by invoices certified prior to August 1, 1936, may be withdrawn and strip stamps

toms upon requisition therefor. [T.D. 48711.] 

(i) Conditions under which importers of distilled spirits will be permitted to purchase 
stamps to be attached to the containers by the distiller in the foreign country who exports 
the spirits to this country.—(1) The importer will make requisition on Form 428 for 
stamps to be sent to the foreign exporter, and will attach to the Form 428 a statement 
setting forth the name and address cf the foreign exporter and the port through which 
the spirits are to be imported The Form 428, together with the statement, will be sub- 
mitted to the collector of customs of the port through which th spirits are to be im- 
ported. The collector of customs will retain the statement in his files and will approve 
the Form 428 if he is satisfied that the stamns are required for the stamping of bottles 
to be imported. The importer will submit the approved Form 428 to the collector of 
internal revenue, who will sell the requisite stamps to the importer. (I. R. T. D. 4496.) 
{T.D. 4S8711.] 

(2) The importer shall have indelibly overprinted in plain and legible letters and 
figures on each of the strip stamps, at his expense, the name and address of the importer 
and the brand and kind of distilled spirits contained in the bottles, which shall, for 
example, be as follows: “John Doe & Co., Baltimore, Md., Gold Medal Irish Whisky.” The 
importer shall submit the strip stamps to the collector of customs, who will verify the 
overprinting, and make an endorsement showing the verification on the statement sub- 
mitted to him by the importer with the Form 428, and which was retained by the collector, 
[T.D. 48711.] 

(3) The collector of customs to whom the stamps are delivered by the importer will 
assign an officer to the distillery in the foreign country to suprvise the affixing of the 
stamps to the containers. The collector of customs will deliver the stamps to the officer 


assigned to the foreign distillery. The officer will retain the stamps in his custody, 
keeping them locked in a safe or other secure place provided by the distiller, the key to 
which shall at all times be in the possession of the officer. [T.D. 48711.] 


(4) The officer will deliver to the distiller such stamps as may be required during 
bottling operations, and will personally assure himself that all stamps delivered to the 
distiller are affixed to the bottles filled with spirits for export to the United States 
{(T.D. 48711.] 

(5) The officer supervising the affixing of the stamps to bottles at the foreign dis- 
tillery will stamp the following legend upon each case:

(6) The actual and necessary expenses of transportation and subsistence of the cus- 
toms officer assigned under authority of this paragraph shall be collected from the im- 
porter by the collector of customs. [T.D. 48711.] 

(7) Upon entry of distilled spirits bearing strip stamps aflixed under supervision of 
a customs officer abroad, the procedure outlined in paragraph (j) (5), (6), (7), and (8), of 
this article will be followed. [T.D. 48711.] 

(j) Strip stamps to be affixed to bottles of distilled spirits by the producer or exporter 
in the foreign country.—At the option of the importer, the following procedure may be 
followed in lieu of that prescribed in paragraph (h) or (i) of this article (1.R.T.D. 
4464, 4473, and 4496.) (I. R. T. D. 4526. [T.D. 48711.] 

(1) The importer, or his duly authorized agent, will make requisition on internal- 
revenue Form 428, in triplicate, for strip stamps to be sent to the foreign producer or 
exporter, and will attach thereto a statement under oath in the following form:

(2) The importer, or his duly authorized agent, shall have indelibly overprinted in 
plain and legible letters and figures on each of the strip stamps, at his expense, the name 
and address of the importer and the brand and kind of distilled spirits contained in the 
bottles, which shall, for example, be as follows: “John Doe & Co., Baltimore, Md., Gold 
Medal Irish Whisky.” The importer, or his duly authorized agent, shall submit the strip 
stamps to the collector of customs, who will verify the overprinting and make an endorse- 
ment showing the verification on the sworn statement submitted with Form 428. After 
verification and endorsement on the sworn statement, the collector of customs will deliver 
the strip stamps to the importer, or his duly authorized agent, for transmission to the 
producer or exporter abroad.

(5) The collector of customs of the port at which warehouse or consumption entries 
are filed shall promptly notify the collector of customs who approved the requisition on 
Form 428, of the number and denomination of strip stamps shown by the usual customs 
examination to have been attached to the containers.

oH (8) Any breach of these regulations, or failure to use the strip stamps within a reason- 
able time for the purpose for which they were procured, not satisfactorily explained to 
the collector of customs, will be grounds for denial of approval of further requisitions for 
purchase of strip stamps for affixing abroad under these regulations. 

(8) Collectors of customs will furnish the Bureau of Customs on April 1, July 1, October 
l,and January 1 of each year a consolidated report showing the name of the importer, num- 
er of stamps, and denomination of stamps purchased on requisitions on Form 428, approved 
by them, not used within ninety days from the date of approval. 

- a, Imported distilled spirits having strip stamps affixed, which spirits are diverted

New articles designated 508/1, 508/2, 508/38, 508/4, 508/5, and 508/6 are added as follows; 

Art. 508/1. Marking of Containers.—(a) United States Code, title 26, section 1299. 

Whenever in his judgment such action is necessary to protect the revenue, the Seere. 
tary of the Treasury is authorized, by the regulations prescribed by him, and permits 
issued thereunder if required by him (1) to regulate the size, branding, marking, sale, 
resale, possession, use, and reuse of containers (of a capacity of less than five wince -gal. 
lons) designed or intended for use for the sale at retail of distilled spirits (within the 
meaning of such term as it is used in sections 1152a to 11522) for other than industria) 
use * * *, (June 18, 1934, c. 610, 48 Stat. 1020.) [T.D. 4S8711.] 

(b) Liquor bottles—Definition of.—Intcrnal-revenue Regulations 13 as amended by 
ILR.T.D. 4641: [T.D. 48711.] 

“Liquor bottle” shall mean any glass container for packaging distilled spirits for sale 
at retail, of a capacity of one-half pint or greater, conforming to these regulations an 
to the ré gulations prescribed by the Federal Alcohol Administration, the regulations ip 
that regard promulgated by the Federal Alcohol Administration being hereby adopted as 
a part of these regulations. 

(c) (1) Empty bottles.—The importation into the Unitel States of containers of one- 
half pint capacity or greater for use in packaging distilled spirits for sale at retail, 
except in connection with the importation of the liquor contained thercin, is prohibited: 
Provided, That upon application by any importer the supervisor of the district in which 
the port of entry is situated may in his disecrction, by the issuance of an appropriate 
permit, authorize the importation of empty liquor botties, or other containers, for pack- 
aging distilled spirits imported by him. ‘There shall be blown k gibly either in the bottom 
or in the body of ail empty bottles imported under the provisions of this paragraph the 
name, and the name of the city of address, of the importer thereof, and there shall be 
blown legibly in the shoulder of each bottle the words “Federal Law Forbids Sale or 
Reuse of This Bottle.” (I.R. Reg. 13, Revised Apr. 1935.) [T.D. 48711.] 

(2) Containers other than liquor botties.—No distilled spirits for sale at retail may 
be imported into the United States in containcrs of one-half pint capacity or greater, 
other than liquor bottles as defined in paragraph (b) above, unless in accordance with 
the terms of a permit issucd, upon proper application, by the supervisor of the district 
in which the port of entry is situated, expressly authorizing importation in containers 
other than liquor bottles. The provisions of this paragraph shall not apply to the impor- 
tation of distilled spirits in bulk containers of a capacity of 5 wine-gallons or greater. 
[T.D. 48711.] 

(3) Filled bottles.—There shall be blown legibly either in the bottom or in the body 
of all liquor bottles containing distilled spirits imported from forcign countries the name, 
and the name of the city or country of address, of the manufacturer of the spirits, or of 
the exporter abroad, or the name, and the name of the city of address, of the importer 
in the United States, and there shall be blown legibly on the shoulder of each such bottle 
the words “Federal Law Forbids Sale or Reuse of This Bottle”: Provided, That upon 
proper application the supervisor of the district in which the port of entry is situated 
may, in his discretion, issue a permit authorizing (a) the importation, in bottles not so 
marked, of vintage spirits, if ace ompanied by authenticated certificates of origin estab- 
lishing such spirits to be as defined in internal-re venue Regulations 13, and (b) the im- 
portation of liqueurs, cordials, bitters, cocktails, gin fizzes, and such other specialties, as 
may be specified from time to time by the Commissioner of Internai Revenue, in bottles 
of distinctive shape or design, not marked as herein required. [T.D. 48711.] 

(d) Containers, whethcr filled or empty, imported in violation of the provisions of 
this article shall be denied entry into the United States. [T.D. 48711.] 

(e) Containers of distilled spirits exported in bond shail not be subject to these 
regulations, and the manufacture, and the shipment or delivery, of containers for pack- 
aging such spirits, as well as the manufacture for exportation, and the exportation to 
foreign countries, of empty containers for packaging distilled spirits for sale at retail 
may, upon application, in the discretion of the supervisor of the district in which such 
manufacture is carricd on, be authorized under permit. [T.D. 48711.] 

(tf) Wherever in these regulations the name of any city or country is required to be 
blown in any bottle, the name may be either in the language of such country or in English. 
(T.D. 48711.] 


(z=) <Acid-etched or sand-blown indicia in liquor bottles do not meet the above re- 
quirements. (B.C.L. 1540, Apr. 13, 1936.) 

(h) The above marking requirements do not apply to distilled spirits withdrawn 
from warehouse for supplies of vessels. (B.C.L. 1353, Mar. 13, 1935.) [T.D. 48711.] 

Art. 508/2. Standards of fill for bottled distilled spirits.—(a) Bottling requirements. 
No person engaged in business as an importer, shall, directly or indirectly, remove from 
customs custody any distilled spirits in bottles unless such distilled spirits are bottled in 
conformity with this article. Imported distilled spirits entered in customs bond in bottles 
prior to March 1. 1935, shall be regarded as being in conformity with this article (1) if 
the bottle, or the label on the bottle, contains a conspicuous statement of the net contents 
thereof, and (2) if the actual capacity of the bottle is not substantially less than_ thé 
capacity it appears to have upon visual examination under ordinary conditions of purchast 
or use. [T.D. 48711.] 

(b) Misbranding.—Distilled spirits shall be deemed to be misbranded—(1) if the 
bottle is not a standard liquor bottle as prescribed by paragraph (c) of this article for 
such distilled spirits; (2) if the amount of the distilled spirits contained in the bottle does 
not conform to one of the standards of fill in effect therefor under paragraph (ad) of this 
article; (3) if the bottle is in an individual carton or other container, and the carton oF 
other container is so made or formed as to mislead purchasers as to the size of the bottle. 
[T.D. 48711.] 


(ce) Standard liquor bottles.—(1) General.—<A standard liquor bottle shall be one 80 
made, formed and filled as not to mislead the purchascr. [T.D. 48711.] 
(2) Size.—A liquor bottle shall be held to be so filled as to mislead the purchase if 
the bottle holds distilled spirits in an amount other than one of the standards of fill in 
effect therefor under paragraph (d) of this article. 
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(3) Headspace.—A liquor bottle of a capacity of one-half pint or more shall be held 
to be so fill. d as to mislead the purchaser if it has a headspace in excess of 8 per centum 
of the total capacity of the bottle after closure. 

(4) Design.—A liquor bottle shall be held (irrespective of the correctness of the net 
contents specified on the label) to be so made and formed as to mislead the purchaser, 
if its actual capacity is substantially less than the capacity it appears to have upon visual 
examination under ordinary conditions of purchase or use. 

(d) Standards of fill—() The standards of fill for distillcd spirits in liquor bottles 
shall be the following, subject to the tolerance hereinafter allowed: [T.D. 48711.] 

(A) For all distilled spirits, whether domestically manufactured, domestically bottled, 
or imported: : ; f 7 ; 

1 gallon 1, gallon 1 quart 4/5 quart 1 pint 14 pint 1%, pint 1/10 pint 


(B) In addition, for brandy, whether domestically manufactured, domestically bottled, 
or imported: 1/16 pint. 

(Cc In addition, for Seotch and Irish Whisky and Scotch and Irish type whisky; and 
for brandy and rum: 4/5 pint. 

(2) The following toierances shall be allowed: 

(A) Discrepancies due exclusively to errors in measuring which occur in filling con- 
ducted in compliance with good commercial practice. 

(B) Discrepancies due exclusively to differences in the capacity of bottles, resulting 
solely from unavoidable difficulties in manufacturing such bottles so as to be of uniform 
capacity: Provided: That no greater tolerance shall be allowed in case of bottles which, 
because of their design, cannot be made of approximately uniform capacity than is al- 
low. d in case of bottles which can be manufactured so as to be of approximately uniform 
capacity. 

' (C) Discrepancies in measure due exclusively to differences in atmospheric condi- 
tions in various places and which unavoidably result from the ordinary and customary 
exposure of alcoholic beverages in bottles to evaporation. The reasonableness of discrep- 
ancies under this paragraph shall be determined on the facts in each case. 

(3) Unreasonable shortages in certain of the bottles in any shipment shall not be 
compensated by overages in other bottles in the same shipment. 

(4) As used with rcferences to standard bottles, the term “gallon” means United 
States gallon of 231 cubie inches of alcoholic beverages at 68° F. (20° C.), and all other 
units of liquid measure are subdivisions of the gallon as so defined. 

(e) Vintage spirits.—This article shall not apply to: (1) distilled spirits imported as 
vintage spirits (distilled spirits not less than ten years old and bottled prior to August 1, 
1934) under permit issued by a district supervisor of the Alcohol Tax Unit of the Bureau 
of Int‘'rnal Revenue pursuant to internal-revenue Regulations 13 (Liquor Bottle Regula- 
tions) issued by the Secretary of the Treasury; (2) cordials and liqueurs, and cocktails, 
highballs, gin fizzes, bitters, and such other specialties as are specified from time to time 
by the administrator. [T.D. 48711.] 

Art. 508/3. Wines—Labeling.—(a) On or after December 15, 1936, imported wine 
shall not be released from customs custody for consuimption, except pursuant to procedure 
and forms prescribcd by this article. [T.D. 48711.] 

(b) No imported wine shall be released from customs custody unless there shall have 
been deposited with the appropriate customs oificer at the port of entry an “Affidavit for 
Release of Imported Wine” (Form L. 12), which document shall be properly filled out and 
sworn to by the importer or transfcree in bond, covering the particular brand or lot of 
wine sought to be released, and which document shall be accompanied by the original or 
a photostatic copy firmly attached thereto of a “Certificate of Label Approval and Release 
for Imported Wine” (Form L. 11). Such certificate shall be issued by the Administrator 
upon application made on the form designated “Application for Approval of Labels for 
Imported Wine” (Form L. 10), properly filled out and certified to by the importer or 
transferee in bond. [T.D. 48711.] 

(ce) If the “Affidavit for Release of Imported Wine” (Form L. 12), is accompanied by 
the original or a photostatie copy of the “Certificate of Label Approval and Release for 
Imported Wine” (Form Il. 11). the certificate of which bears the signature of the officer 
designated by the Administrator, then the brand or lot of imported wine bearing labels 
identical with those shewn on the original or a photostatic copy may be released from 
customs custody. [T.D. 48711.] 

(ad) Importcd wine in customs custody which is not labeled in conformity with cer- 
tificates of label approval issued by the Administrator must be relabeled prior to release, 
under the supervision and direction of the customs oflicers of the port at which such wine 
is located. [T.D. 4S8711.] 

(e) Every warehouse withdrawal for transportation entry covering wine shall bear 
a notation showing the approval or non-approval of the label. [T.D. 48711.] 


Art. 508/4. Distilled spirits—Labeling—Certificates of origin and age.—(a) (1) 
The following instructions govern whisky, rum, brandy, gin, cordials, liqueurs, and other 
distilled spirits imported in containers having a capacity of one gallon or lcss irrespective 
of the material from which made. [T.D. 48711.] 

— & Commencing August 15, 1936, bottled distilled spirits, including sample bottles of 

distilled spirits, for non-industrial use, shall not be withdrawn from customs custody 
‘xcept upon depositing with the appropriate customs officer an “Affidavit for Release of 
Distilled Spirits” (Form L. 5) properly filled out and executed under oath by the importer, 
covering the distilled spirits proposed to be withdrawn. This must be accomvanied by an 
original or photostatic copy of a “Certificate of Label Approval and Release for Imported 
Distilled Spirits” (Form L. 2), unless the original or a copy of such certificate of label 
approval and release has previously been filed with the collector of customs at the port 
sen mien the withdrawal from customs custody is to be made. (B.C.L. 1625, Oct. 5, 
vod. 

(3) A certificate of label approval (Form L. 2) bearing no rubber stamp impression 
authorizes the withdrawal from customs custody of any distilled spirits bearing labels 
identical with those shown on the release, irrespective of the customs entry number by 
which covered or the date entcred into customs custody.

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ABSTRACTS OF UNPUBLISHED DECISIONS 
['T.D’s. 48713, 48744] 


The following is a summary of decisions issued by the Bureau of Customs, usually in th 

form of a letter to a Collector of Customs of some port of entry: 
CLASSIFICATION 

Pienie sets.—Knives, forks, spoons, dishes, and boxes or baskets comprising pieni 
sets are dutiable separately at the appropriate rates, following Abstract 16770, Abstrae 
29191, T. D. 46714, T. D. 46785, and other decisions. 

Wool grease classifiable as inedible animal grease and taxable at 3 cents per pound 
under the provisions of section 601 (cc) (S) of the Revenue Act of 1932, as amended by the 
Revenue Act of 1936. 

Hats described as “unglazed natural Bangkok paper hats” made from materials whic} 
have been subjected to bleaching process are dutiable as bleached hats under paragraph 
1504 (b) (2) of the Tariff Act of 1930 at the rate of 25 cents per dozen and 25 percent ad 
valorem, rather than as unbleached hats under paragraph 1504 (b) (1) of the act. This 
decision will be applied only to such hats entered for consumption or withdrawn fron 
warehouse for consumption after January 24, 1937. 

Piumbago.—Certain plumbago described as XB dust, found to be crystalline graphite 
dust, dutiable at the rate of 30 percent ad valorem under paragraph 213, Tariff Act of 
1930, rather than at 10 percent ad valorem under the same paragraph. As the rate of 36 
percent ad valorem involves a change of practice, th.s rate will be applied to such merchan- 
dise only when entered for consumption or withdrawn from warehouse for consumption 
after February 14, 1937. 

Cotton dish cloths dutiable as manufactures of cotton, not specially provided for, at 
the rate of 40 percent ad valorem under paragraph 923, Tariff Act of 1930, rather than at 
the rate of 25 percent ad valorem as mop cloths under paragraph 911 (b) of the tariff act 

Wool grease classifiable as inedible animal grease and subject to a tax of 3 cents per 


pound under the provisions of section 601 (ec) (8), Revenue Act of 1932, as amended by the 
Revenue Act of 1936. 


Binder twine having an average measurement of 446 feet to the pound dutiable at 
20 percent ad valorem under paragraph 1005 (b) of the Tariff Act of 1930, as modified 
by the Netherlands Trade Agreement, T. D. 48075. 


MARKING 

Transparent cellulose envelopes (samples before the Bureau were approximately 6% 
inches by 9 inches in size) are required to be individually marked to indicate the country 
of origin. 

Chessmen in sets.—Following T. D. 44370-12, the marking of the immediate containers 
of chessmen in sets will suffice to indicate the country of origin of the articles, except 
that when the immediate containers in which the chessmen are imported are not used in 
making sales at retail, the individual chessmen should be marked to indicate the country 
of origin. 

Skis and toboggans may be marked by die sinking the name of the country of origin 
on the articles or by a permanently attached metal plate or a decalcomania transfer which 
bears the name of the country of origin. 

Automobiles may be marked to indicate the country of origin on any integral part, 
provided the marking is legible, conspicuous, and permanent, as provided by section 304 
of the tariff act, and will clearly indicate to a purchaser or other interested party the 
eountry of origin of the car. As tires are usually marked to show their own origin, 
marking on the tires would not be considered sufficient to show the origin of the car. 
Marking on the generator under the hood is not acceptable as regards conspicuousness 
It is suggested that the name of the country of origin be placed underneath the name or 
make of the ear, as, for example: 

“(Name or make of car) 
Made in (country)” 

So far as this decision involves a change of practice at any port, it will be applied only 
to automobiles which are imported after March 14, 1937. 

Lithographie prints are required to be individually marked to indicate the country 
of origin when imported in sheets, and the marking of the sheets alone is not considered 
sufficient. 

Brasil.—For the present there will be no change in the Department’s posit’on and 
practice, as established in T. D. 45765-7, with reference to the acceptability of “Brasil” 
(spelled with an “s’’) as legal marking under section 304 of the Tariff Act of 1930, pending 
a further study of the issues passed upon in the case reported as Abstract 34590 and their 
relationship to the proposition asserted by the Government in that case. 

Napkins, handkerchiefs, and other embroidered and lace articles bearing sticker labels 
are not permanently marked as required by section 304 of the tariff act when the name 
of the country of origin appears on the lower part of the labels, which part is connected 
to the larger or principal part of each label, the latter bearing marking of the size, 
quantity, quality, ete., by means of a perforated line. ; 

So far as this decision involves a change of practice at any port, it will be applied 
only to importations which are made after February 24, 1937. 

Atomizers of glass and metal may be marked by etching or otherwise permanently 
marking the name of the country of origin on the glass part or by diesinking the name 
on the metal part of the atomizer, the marking to be legible and conspicuous. 

Patented nickel-plated screws for tennis racket presses (the sample before the 
Bureau was approximately 1% inches in length and 3/16 inch in diameter, having a hollow 
head % inch across containing a spring which connected at either end with a movable 
finger grip) are held capable of being marked to indicate the country of origin without 
injury and without undue expense and should be required to be individually marked. 

So far as this decision involves a change of practice at any port, it will be applied 
only to such articles which are imported after February 24. 1937. 
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MANIPULATION 

Manipulation of liquor under section 562 of the Tariff Act of 1930; allowance for loss 
by leakage or evaporation prior to manipulation.—Section 563 of the tariff act _precludes 
any allowance in duties for liquor lost by leakage in warehouse. Bureau of opinion that 
the LaMontagne case (T.D. 47918) and the cases c.ted therein apply only where the loss, 
in the language of ‘he Alex D. Shaw case (T.D. 38664), consists of wantage caused 
solely by evaporation” and none of the contents of the intact containers has been with- 
drawn in any manner, either by theft, sale, gift, leakage, or any possible means but the 
sole possibility of evaporation.” When the contents of intact containers are manipulated 
under section 562, allowance may be made for the evaporation losses above described and 
for the normal losses actually resulting from the manipulation. If liquor in leaky con- 
tainers is manipulated, allowance may be made only for the last-mentioned losses. 


PROTESTS AND SAMPLES—CUSTOMS COURTS 


Reference is made to article 855 (b) of the Customs Regulations of 1931, as amended 
py T. D. 45705, relating to the transmission of protests and samples to:the United States 
Customs Court wherein it is provided that the collector, in his letter of transmittal, shall 
list the protests transmitted and identify the entries covered by such protests.

DERBY LINE, VT.—LIVE STOCK PORT OF ENTRY 


There is quoted below for your information and guidance a letter dated December 3, 
1986, from the Bureau of Animal Industry, United States Department of Agriculture, to 
the Commissioner of Customs, regarding the designation of Derby Line, Vermont, as a 
port of entry for live stock: 

“It is noted that if arrangements can be made to have our inspector at Newport, Vt., 
proceed to Derby Line for the purpose of inspecting cattle when they are presented 
there, it will enable the customs service to complete all formalities at that immediate 
port in harmony with the intent of the customs laws and regulations. It is our under- 
stand.ng that it has been a practice of our Newport inspector to proceed with a customs 
officer in a patrol car to Derby Line for the purpose of inspecting and clearing livestock 
when they are destined to points in that immediate vicinity. In view, however, of the 
circumstances set forth in your letter and your apparent desire to have all customs 
formalities completed in these instances at this immediate border point, Derby Line, with 
your concurrence, is here by designated as a port of «ntry for live stock —* the provi- 
sions of paragraph 2, regulation 3 of the inclosed B.A.I. Order 352. Dr. J. E. Spindler, 
Bureau Inspector in charge at Newport, has been instructed accordingly.” [C/L-1663.] 


PROHIBITED IMPORTATION—HALIBUT 


Under the provisions of the convention between the United States of America and the 
Dominion of Canada, signed May 9, 1930 (U. S. Treaty Series, No. 837), proclaimed by the 
President of the United States May 14, 1931, and the act of Congress approved May 2, 1932, 
enacted pursuant thereto (U. S. C. title 16, sees. 771-771j, inclusive) and the regulations 
promulgated by the International Fisheries Commission it is unlawful, with certain 
exceptions, to fish for or catch halibut in the Northern Pacific Ocean and Bering Sea 
during the closed season. 

The closed season for the year 1936 became effective November 4, 1936. and ends on 

March 15, 1937, unless an earlier date is authorized by the International Fisheries Com- 
mission. 
_ The coast guard officers charged with the duty of enforcing the terms of the conven- 
tion and the act and regulations have been informed in the matter and customs officers 
should render all assistance practicable, consistent with their duties, in the enforcement 
of the provisions of the law and regulations on this subject. Customs officers will be 
kept informed by the Commissioner of Customs of rulings and regulations issued. and of 
closed seasons established by the International Fisheries Commission. {[T.D. 48745.] 


PLANT QUARANTINE—MEXICAN FRUIT FLY QUARANTINE 
BUREAU OF ENTOMOLOGY AND PLANT QUARANTINE 


A Notice of Quarantine 5 (foreign) Mexican Fruit Fly Quarantine (T.D. 33110), as 
amended by T.D. 33247, lifted, placing the fruits named in Quarantine 5 under the pro- 
Visions of Aeavantbns 56 (T.D. 39792) has recently been issued, effective December 1, 1936. 
Page 1181 

The number of this Treasury decision should be inserted as a marginal reference 
opposite article 559 (b) (1) and 560 (a) of the Customs Regulations of 1931. [T.D. 48728.] 
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CUSTOMS DRAWBACK 


NOTE.—In general, Customs Drawback refers to the refund of 99 per cent of the 
duties paid on merchandise which has remained continuously in bonded warehouse or jp 
the custody or control of customs officers which had been withdrawn for exportation 
within a period of three years, and in the case of grain for ten months. Drawback is 
also allowable upon the exportation of articles manufactured or produced in the United 
States with the use of imported merchandise meats cured with imported salts; flavoring 
extracts, medicinal or toilet preparations manufactured in the United States with the 
use of domestic alcohol on which internal revenue tax has been paid; supplies for vessels 
manufactured or produced with the use of imported materials, or domestic tax paid a)- 
cohol and articles on which processing tax has been paid. 

The refund of processing taxes (also called Drawback) under Section 17 (a) of the 
po nem Adjustment Act, as amended by Section 12 of the Sugar Bill, is allowable 
on export.

COUNTERVAILING DUTY—BUTTER FROM DENMARK 


The Bureau is in receipt of official information that the transactions in connection 
with the exportation of Danish butter to the United States which occasioned the publi- 
eation in T. D. 47896 that countervailing duties would be imposed on such commodity 
under section 303 of the Tariff Act of 1930, have been discontinued as to direct shipments 
to the United States and that the last direct shinment of Danish butter receiving the 
benefit of a bounty was exported from Denmark on October 25, 1935. 

In the circumstances, T. D. 47896 is hereby modified so as to restrict its application 
to Danish butter shipped direct to the United States prior to October 26, 19235, and imported 
on or after November 10, 1935, and to Danish butter imported indirectly on or after 
November 10, 1935. 

Entries covering Danish butter which are not affected by T. D. 47896, as modified by 
this decision, shall be liquidated as promptly as possible without the assessment of 
countervailing duties on such butter. [T.D. 48734.] 


HENEQUEN CORDAGE—SISAL CORDAGE—NETHERLANDS 


Henequen has been distinguished from sisal for tariff purposes and although the 
term “sisal” is used in the trade with a qualifying adjective to designate henequen, it 
cannot be assumed that Congress used the term “sisal” as including henequen nor can 
the trade agreement with the Netherlands be so construed without nullifying the effect 
of the absence of the term “henequen” in item 1005 (a) (1) and its presence in item 
1005 (b) of the agreement. ; 

The Bureau is accordingly of the opinion that cordage of the character described in 
paragraph 1005 (a) (1) of the Tariff Act of 1930 and manufactured from the fiber above 
described as the product of Cuba or Mexico should be assessed with duty at the rate 
prov.ded in the said paragraph (with the appropriate reduction for Cuban proaucts) 
unless the importer shall present satisfactory evidence that the cordage in question is 
manufactured from the fiber of the Agave sisalana. You will please be governed accord- 
ingly, but as this instruction would result in the assessment of a higher rate of duty 
than it has been the practice to assess on cordage manufactured from henequen (Agave 
fourcroydes), the change should be made effective only as to such merchandise entered 
for consumption or withdrawn from warehouse for consumption after February 14, 1937. 
(T.D. 48742. 


WILD ANIMALS AND BIRDS—CONSULAR CERTIFICATES REQUIRED 


Pursuant to paragraph 36 of T.D. 46255, dated March 4, 1933, you are advised that 
under present laws and decrees of the Government of Peru the killing of vicunas is pro- 
hibited. Consequently, consular certificates should be required pursuant to the provisions 
of section 527 of the Tariff Act of 1930 (U. S. C. title 19, see. 1527) before permitting the 
entry of such animals or parts or products thereof, imported directly or indirectly from 
Peru. [T.D. 48709.]

NARCOTIC TEST—CUSTOMS LABORATORIES 

Recently two seizures were made of three bottles, each bearing labels appearing to 
be of foreign origin purporting that the contents of the bottles were morphine hydro. 
chloride and cocaine. The alleged narcotic drugs were submitted to a local chemist for 
analysis, there being no Customs laboratory in the vicinity. His test, a spot test, showed 
that the drugs labeled as cocaine were positive for cocaine, and the test of the so-called 
morphine hydrochloride was positive for codeine. Further samples were submitted to a 
Customs laboratory and the report of the analysis by the Customs chemist disclosed that 
none of the bottles contained narcotic drugs. The substance alleged to be morphine was 
found to be pyrogallic acid, while the so-called cocaine proved to be common alum, 4A 
department chemist at Washington, D. C., to whom further samples were submitted for 
analysis, verified the ‘finding that none of the samples contained narcotic drugs. Photo- 
graphs of the purported narcotic labels were also forwarded to Washington, with the 
result that examination disclosed that they were forgeries. 

It is believed that the narcotic test set now being prepared at each of the nine 
Customs laboratories for the use of each Supervising Customs Agent will help to eliminate 
any errors, such as the above. 

Spot tests, however, whether made by agents or chemists, should not be taken as 
final or acceptable evidence. The final, or conclusive, test should be a laboratory test and 
should include not only the identity of the narcotic drug, but the percentage present, By 
requiring that the percentage of the narcotic drug be determined by analysis in cases of 
seizures of heroin, cocaine, morphine, etc., two benefits will be derived: 

1. The net quantity of narcotic drugs can be ascertained, and— 

2. There will be little likelihood of a slip-up in the identity of the drug, since in 

this case it must be isolated in pure form from the suspected material in order 
to determine the percentage present. (C/L-1668.) 


GERMAN TRADE—CONTROLLED MARKS 

The Treasury Department announced recently that, under the circumstances stated 
below, the following procedures in connection with imports from Germany would not 
involve the payment or bestowal of any bounty or grant within the purview of section 303 
of the Tariff Act of 1930. 

1. Payment of the purchase price, in whole or in part, with the use of con- 
trolled mark credits, provided that the credits so used have been, from the time 
they became subject to German governmental control, continuously owned by 
the person for whose actual account the merchandise is purchased for direct or 
indirect shipment to the United States. 

2. Payment of the purchase price, in whole or in part, with the proceeds of 
the sale in Germany of merchandise exported from the United States, provided 
that such proceeds, until so used, have been continuously owned by the person for 
whose actual account the American merchandise is sold in Germany and the 
German goods are purchased in that country. 

3 Combinations of the foregoing two procedures. . 

4. Exchange of merchandise between single German and American parties 
without any monetary transaction actually taking place. 

The foregoing contemplates that the purchase of German goods will be made for the 
actual account of the original and continuous owner of the controlled mark credits used, 
or of the American vendor of the American exports sold in Germany, and that in no case 
will the German funds of such owner or vendor be used to purchase German products 
for the account of any other person or organization; and likewise that the German 
products exchanged for American goods in any permitted barter transaction will be 
received for the actual account of the person or organization for whose actual account 
the American exports were shipped to Germany. 


INWARD AND OUTWARD VESSEL MANIFESTS 

With regard to outward foreign vessel manifests, the Section of Customs Statistics, 
which is now a part of the Department of Commerce and located at the port of New York, 
compiles statistical information but outward foreign vessel manifests are unnecessary 
for this purpose. This has changed the old practice of having statistical information 
prepared at headquarters ports. Moreover, certificates of exportation are prepared at 
ports of entry as well as at headquarters ports which is a change from the practice when 
T. D. 33557 was published. 

There appears to be no necessity for submitting inward and outward foreign vessel 
manifests by ports of entry to the headquarters port, and therefore as the practice is not 
required by the current regulations, inward and outward foreign vessel manifests should 
not be submitted to the headquarters port by ports of entry. Original inward foreign 
vessel manifests should be submitted by ports of entry direct to the respective comp- 
trollers of customs for verification. The toregoing procedure will tend to expedite the 
verification of manifests and will also eliminate unnecessary work at headquarters ports. 

W:th regard to the numbering of inward and outward vessel manifests, attention 1s 
invited to the provisions of Sec. 16 of T. D. 41593, as modified by T. D. 47772. The gist of 
these instructions is that manifests will be numbered in a yearly series of numbers 
starting on July first of each year. 

These instructions contemplate that inward and outward vessel manifests will be 
numbered in yearly series separately as follows: (a) inward foreign entrances, (b) out- 
ward foreign clearances, (c) inward coastwise entrances, and (d) outward coastwisé 
clearances. (C/L-1670.)

REMOVAL OF WINE FROM CUSTOMS CUSTODY 


There is quoted below for your information and guidance a communication dated 
December 17, 1936, from the Federal Alcohol Administration in regard to the withdrawal 
of wine from customs custody in view of the Federal Alcohol Administration regulations. 

“In accordance with your telephonic request of December 16, to Mr. Kintz of this 
office, it is the opinion of the Administration that wine, on which customs duty has been 
paid and which has been removed from the bonded section to the free section, should 
not be permitted withdrawal from customs custody unless there is presented to the 
collector a certificate of label approval for the labels on containers of such merchandise. 

“C/L-1657, in the opinion of this Administration, is only meant to apply to wine 

consulated for importation prior to December 15, 1936, for which certificates of label 
approval have been issued. 
_ “No wine should be permitted withdrawal from customs custody, even though the duty 
is paid and the wine has been transferred from the bonded section to the free section, 
unless there is presented to the collector, at the time of the request for withdrawal, a 
certificate of label approval issued by this Administration. This applies regardless of 
the date of importation or the date of consultation.” (C/L-1666.) 


TUNNEY FISH 


The Bureau has received through the Department of State a copy of a note dated 
December 8, 1936. from the Portuguese Legation requesting the assistance of customs 
officers and others in recovering and returning certain identification tags placed on fish 
releasec by the Portuguese Ministry of Marine in connection with a study of the migra- 
uions of tunney fish. 

A number of tunney fish in addition to those mentioned in C/L 884, 1027, 1420, have 
been marked and released. The fish have been marked by having attached to the tail a 
metal disk on which the following inscription has been engraved: “Aquario, Lisboa, Por- 
tugal, 1936”, together with a serial number. Some of the fish also have a small copper 
tod with the same inscription tied to the gills in addition to the other marking. 

A reward has been promised for the return of the disks to the following address: 
TN: SU I NN i a oss a eevee a's teas Bi beecece ae Lisboa, Portugal. 
Information as to the day, hour, and locality where the fish was caught and any other 

information of interest should be furnished. 

The Ministry of Marine is desirous that information regarding this matter may be 
4s widely distributed as possible among fishing services of the maritime and customhouse 
officials, the oceanographic institutes and of the fishermen and fishing corporations in 
the United States Any assistance that may be rendered the Portuguese Government by 
Customs officers either in securing the return of the disks or in publishing the information 
herein contained will be appreciated by the Department. (C/L-1664.)

JOINT RESOLUTION ’ 
(Publie Resolution—No,. 1—75th Congress) 
To prohibit the exportation of arms, ammunition, and implements of war from the 
United States to Spain. 
: Resolved by the Senate and House of Representatives of the United States of America 
in Congress assembled, That during the existence of the state of civil strife now obtaining 
in Spain it shall, from and after the approval of this Resolution be unlawful to export arms, 
ammunition, or implements of war from any place in the United States, or possessions of 
the United States, to Spain or to any other foreign country for transshipment to Spain or ' 
for use of either of the opposing forces in Spain. Arms, ammunition, or implements of 
war, the exportation of which is prohibited by this Resolution, are those enumerated in 
the Pres‘dent’s Proclamation No. 2163 of April 10, 1936. 
Licenses heretofore issued under existing law for the exportation of arms, ammunition, 
or implements of war to Spain shall, as to all future exportations thereunder, ipso facto 
be deemed to be cancelled. 
Whoever in violation of any of the provisions of this Resolution shall export, or at- 
tempt to export, or cause to be exported either directly or indirectly, arms, ammunition, 
or implements of war from the United States or any of its possessions, shall be fined not 
more than ten thousand dollars or imprisoned not more than five years, or both 
When in the judgment of the President the conditions described in this Resolution 
have ceased to exist, he shall proclaim such fact, and the provisions hereof shall thereupon 
cease to apply.

NOTE: The proviso in the above paragraph, in order to obtain the correct rate of e rchange 
for conversion of foreign currencies consult your local Collector of Customs, who has in his 
possession the daily report of the buying rate of foreign currencies.

20TH ANNUAL REPORT—U. S. TARIFF COMMISSION 


The Taritf Commission has recently issued its Twentieth Annual Report covering 
the period ended November 30, 1936. The report presents a brief resume of the work of 
the Commission during the twenty years of its existence. This history refers to the 
various changes during that period in the methods of tariff making and the experience 
gained by the Commission in the light of a close and practical acquaintance with tariff 


questions and the types of information required to assist in meeting them. As required 
by law, the report includes summaries of the reports submitted this year. It discusses 
other completed work and important work under way. Recommendation is renewed again 


this year to have certain functions in cases of unfair practice transferred in part to the 
Courts and in part to the Federal Trade Commission because of overlapping.

EXTENT OF EQUAL TARIFF TREATMENT IN FOREIGN COUNTRIES 


The Tariff Commission issued recently a report under its general powers describing 
the extent to which foreign countries levy the same import charges at the customhouse op 
like products irrespective of country of origin. The report deals primarily with single ang 
multiple tariff structures, treaties pledging most-favored-nation treatment as regards 
tariff rates, tariff reductions made by tariff agreements, and the application of such 
reductions either to the countries entitled thereto under the most-favored-nation obliga- 
tion or to all countries by free generalization irrespective of that obligation. The report 
finds that of the treaties now in existence throughout the world, the great majority 
contains unconditional rather than conditional pledges of most-favored-nation treatment 

The report takes note of the fact that in a number of countries other measures 
affecting trade, such as exchange controls, quotas, import permit systems, and compensa- 
tion and clearing agreements, have become so important as to lessen seriously the value 
of equal treatment in the matter of tariff duties. Where such restrictions exist an effort 
has been made to indicate briefly the character of the measures employed, the extent 
to which they have been used, and in some cases the extent to which the attempt has been 
made to follow the principle of equal treatment in their application. Despite the wide- 
spread adoption of these measurcs under stress of the business depression, it may not 
be concluded that, taking the worid as a whole, tariffs are of little importance at the 
present time. The major part of world trade remains unrestricted or restricted only 
by tariffs. 

The report covers the 20 Latin American countries and 22 others. Germany, Italy, 
and the Soviet Union are omitted because their foreign trade is so directly controlled 
by the Government as to render their policies with respect to tariff rates of little 
significance. The policy of each country is described separately, but these descriptions 
are preceded by an introduction and summary of 43 mimeographed pages. It is expected 
later to print the report. 


REPORT ON SUBSIDIES AND BOUNTIES TO FOREIGN FISHERIES 
ENTERPRISES 


The Tariff Commission has sent to the Senate a report on subsidies and bounties to 
fisheries enterprises by foreign givernments, made in compliance with a Senate resolution 
ealling for the investigation. 

The Commission's investigation disclosed that the bounties and subsidies granted in 
a direct manner to fishermen in connection with fishing activities are small and few in 
number but the grants made toward the building and repair of vesses, and the erection 
of freezing establishments are substantial. 

The investigation also showed the present tendency to be a distinct shift from direct 
to indirect assistance such as Government loans or guaranties of loans, governmental 
aid in scientific research, fish propagation and protection, and provisions for port facilities 
These kinds of assistance account in most countries for the bulk of expenditures incurred 
for the benefit of fisheries enterprises. 

The Commission's investigation covered Canada, Denmark, France, Germany, Iceland, 
the Irish Free State, Italy, Japan, Mexico, the Netherlands, Newfoundland, Norway, 
Portugal, the Union of Soviet Socialist tepublics, and the United Kingdom. These 
countries produce more than 80 percent of the known foreign commercial catch of fish 
and shellfish and furnish about 96 percent of United States imports. To afford an oppor- 
tunity for comparison, the governmental assistance extended to fisheries enterprises in 
the United States is also discussed in the report. 


VICE CHAIRMAN PAGE DIES 


Thomas Walker Page, who died on January 145 at the University Hospital, Charlottes- 
ville, Virginia, of an ailment from which he had for some time suffered, had been more 
prominently identified with the Tariff Commission idea than any other man in the 
country’s history. At the time of his death he was a member of the Tariff Commission, 
and its Vice Chairman, having been appointed to these offices by President Hoover in 
1930, on the reorganization of that body, and in 1935 was reappointed for a six year 
term by President Roosevelt and promptiy confirmed by the Senate. With the inception 
of the reciprocal trade agreements program under the present administration, the 
President established the Committee for Reciprocity Information for conducting the 
public hearings required by the act. Mr. Page was made first temporary and later 
permanent chairman of this committee. He also held this post when he died. But he 
had been a member of the old Taft Tariff Board which had been discontinued in 1912, and 
was one of the early appointees of the first Tariff Commission, having been named by 
President Wilson in February, 1918, then serving as Vice Chairman under Professor 
Taussig, and later as Chairman of the Commission. This position he resigned in 1923 to 
zo to the Brookings Institute as Chairman of the Council. He had also written numerous 
books, monographs and public documents, including one of the most practical compendiums 
in existence entitled: Making the Tariff in the United States.

TEXTILE AGREEMENT WITH JAPAN 


The American textile mission has concluded a gentleman’s agreement with Japanese 
cotton exporters regulating their shipments to the U. S. during 1937-8. 

The Japanese agreed to a 19237-1938 quota of 255,000,000 square yards of cotton piece 
goods and 750,000 square yards of velvet. The reason the 1937 amount is larger than 1938 
is that a volume of business had already been booked for shipment to the U. S. this year 
prior to Jan. 22, the date on which the final agreement was signed. For the benefit ol 
those Japanese manufacturers who did not share in this business, the American mission 
granted the Japanese the option of transferring not more than one-fourth of the 1938 
quota to 1937. 

The Japanese manufacturers have accepted the principle that voluntary private 
agreements of this sort may b applied to other products, the Americans have agreed 
not only to oppose further tariff increases but to support a reciprocal tariff agreement 
between the two countries, and a basis has been established for friendly mutual under- 
standing and increased trade.

RED CLOVER IMPORTS IMPERIL SEED QUALITY 


Importation of red clover seed in quantity—probably 15 to 20 million pounds before 
planting time, or approximately half the total domestic supply—is considered a definite 
hazard to the quality of future seed stocks of red clover, says EF. A. Hollowell, clover 
specialist of the U. S. Department of Agriculture. 

Most of this foreign clover seed is selling at 8 to 10 cents a pound less than the short 
supply of domestic seed. The farmer, says Hollowell, may choose any one of three courses. 
He may buy the cheap foreign seed, the higher-priced domestic seed, or substitute other 
grasses and legumes in place of the red clover. But he would be wiser to choose, 
Hollowell emphasizes, between the higher priced domestic seed or substituting some other 
legumes in mixtures with grasses. Cheap and unadapted foreign seed would be costly at 
any price, and is a poor choice. 





The Bureau of Plant Industry has received inquiries from seedsmen asking if it is 
legal to blend foreign red clover with domestic seed. Persons selling or transporting 
such blended seed in interstate commerce, not only are harming farmers and the seed 
trade but, according to the Division of Seed Investigations, also are violating the Federal 
Seed Act. 


BOARD OF TEA EXPERTS APPOINTED 

Secretary of Agriculture Wallace recently appointed the U. S. Board of Tea Experts 
for 1937. The members of the new Board are: Edward Bransten, San Francisco; Walter 
Hellyer, Chicago; A. P. Irwin, Philadelphia; Robert A. Lewis, Boston; George F. Mitchell, 
Brooklyn; J. H. Swenarton, New York City; and Charles F. Hutchinson, Chief Tea 
Examiner, New York. With one exception, George F. Mitchell, the personnel of the 
Board will be the same as last. Mr. Mitchell succeeds John W. Vaux of Seattle, who 
retires after several years service. 

The Board includes one direct representative of the (ijiovernment and six members 
selected from the tea trade. The LBoard is charged with the duty of preparing and sub- 
mitting to the Secretary of Agriculture standard samples of tea with which all teas 
entering the United States are compared as to purity, quality and fitness for consumption 
under the tea inspection act of March 2, 1897. The Board has been selected to represent 
responsible elements of the tea trade handling the various types of tea imported in the 
more important centers of trade. 

Over a period of years there has been a gradual change in the percentage of the 
total amount of tea entered at various ports and a continuous tendency toward increasing 
percentages on the eastern coast. At present approximately 85% of the total so entered 
is tested by the examiners stationed at New York and Boston. 

Th first meeting of the Board will be held at 10:00 a.m., Monday, February 1, 1937, 
at the United States Appraiser’s Stores, 20i Varick Street. New York City. At this meeting 
the Board will select the tea standards which will go into effect May 1, 1937. 


HAWAIIAN AND VIRGIN ISLANDS SUGAR QUOTA 
DEFICIT IS REALLOTTED 


The Agricultural Adjustment Administration announced a reallotment of 28,712 short 
tons of sugar, raw value, out of the existing quotas of 1,036,090 short tons and 5796 short 
tons for Hawaii and the Virgin Islands, respectively, to other producing areas. It has 
been found that the sugar producers of these two areas will be unable to deliver this 
quantity of 28,712 short tons for United States consumption during the calendar year 1956. 

Of the total of 28,712 tons, 26,482 tons represent the deficit for the Territory of Hawaii 
and 2230 tons represent the deficit for the Virgin Islands. In the case of Hawaii, the sugar 
has been produced but cannot be delivered on account of the maritime labor disturbances. 
Reallotment to other sugar producing areas was made in accordance with the provisions 
of the Jones-Costigan Act and Public Resolution No. 109, approved June 19, 1936. 

The quantities allotted to the other sugar producing areas out of the above mentioned 
deficiencies, which are in direct proportion to the existing quotas, are as follows:

The Sugar Section of the Agricultural Adjustment Administration issued a preliminary 


statement showing the unfilled balances of the principal 1936 sugar quotas. The report 
shows that except for a few cargoes from the Philippine Islands, the offshore areas filleq 
their quotas, aggregating 5,049,389 tons, raw value, in 1936. 


During the first eleven months of 1936, there were 286,226 short tons of sugar, ray

“Every person receiving a basic permit under these regulations must file the 
ing same at the place of business covered by the basic permit, in such manner that 
the same may be readily available for examination by Government officers at any 
reasonable hour. Where the permit authorizes operations at more than one 


location, the original shall be filed at the principal place of business and a 
photostat thereof at each of the other premises covered thereby.” 


It is suggested that all permittees who are not now in compliance with this provision 
of Regulations No. 1 file photostatic copies of the appropriate permits in their branch 
offices in the immediate future in order to avoid possible liability for violations of the 
Regulations. 

The Administration has ascertained that in a few instances branches have been 
yperating under trade names not corresponding to the name of the permittee. Any 
permittees having branches which operate under separate trade names should forward 
their permits to the Administration with a letter containing all of the pertinent facts 
with respect to the names under which the various branches operate.

No distilled spirits for sale at retail may 
be imported into the United States in con- 
tainers of one-half pint capacity or great- 
er, but not exceeding one gallon, other 
than in marked glass containers as defined 
in the regulations, except that, under cer- 
tain conditions, vintage spirits and special- 
ties such as cocktails, gin fizzes, etc., may 
be imported in bottles not so marked 
pursuant to a permit issued by the Dis- 
trict Supervisor (Alcohol Tax Unit) of 
the district in which the port of entry is 
situated. (Regulations 13, prescribed un- 
der H. J. Resolution 370, approved June 
18, 1934). The regulations require that 
there shall be blown legibly either in the 
bottom or in the body of all liquor bottles 
containing distilled spirits imported from 
foreign countries the name, and the name 
of the city or country of address, of the 
manufacturer of the spirits, or of the ex- 
porter abroad; or the name, and the name 
of the city of address, of the importer i 
the United States; and there shall be blown 
legibly on the shoulder of each such bottle 
the words “Federal Law Forbids Sale or 
Reuse of This Bottle.” 

It is necessary in order to engage in 
the business of importing distilled spirits 
and wines to secure a basic permit from 
the Federal Alcohol Administration. (Sec- 
tion 3(a)(1), Federal Alcohol Administra- 
tion Act, approved August 29, 1935). The 
conditions under which an importer’s per- 
mit is issued, denied, or revoked, are gov- 
erned by regulations issued by the Federal 
Alcohol Administration. The importer is 
also subject to applicable regulations of 
the Federal Alcohol] Administration relat- 
ing to bulk sales, bottling, labeling, and 
advertising of distilled spirits, and the 
labeling and advertising of wine. 


Alcohol may be withdrawn from internal 
revenue bonded warehouses and exported 
in casks or packages without the payment 
of tax, after the making of the proper 
entries and the execution and filing of 
proper export, or transportation, bonds 
and bills of lading. Alcohol to be exported 
must be marked and have affixed to each 
cask an engraved stamp indicative of such 
intention. The removal from the internal 
revenue bonded warehouse and the trans- 
portation of the alcohol to be exported 
will be under the supervision of an internal 
officer who may issue a permit therefor 
accurately describing the spirits to be 
shipped, amount of tax thereon, State and 
district from which the same is to be 
shipped, the name of the distiller by whom 
distilled, the port to which the same are 
to be transported, the name of the Col-

lector of the port to whom the spirits are 
to be consigned, and the routes over which 
they are to be sent to the port of shipment. 
The collector of the port will receive such 
shipments and permit the exportation 
thereof under the same procedure ag jg 
prescribed for the exportation of spirits 
upon which the tax has been paid. 

Alcohol may also be removed in bond 
for exportation in wooden packages each 
containing two or more metallic cans of g 
capacity of not less than five gallons each, 
In each case the distiller will file with the 
gauger a written application on the pre. 
scribed form. In such case the gauger 
will reweigh, mark, and stamp the pack. 
ages but will make no allowance for ab- 
sorption or leakage. 

Where alcohol is withdrawn for export 
the proper export stamp must be affixed 
and canceled and the serial number of the 
stamp cut deeply and distinctly (in the 
case of wooden packages) or stenciled (in 
the case of metal drums) on the head of 
the package. In the event of a change in 
package for export all the required marks, 
including the results of regauge, which 
must be made under any circumstances, 
shall be placed on the new package and, in 
addition, the serial number of the package 
or packages from which the alcohol was 
transferred, and the date of its entry. 

Evidence of actual landing in a foreign 
country, or loss at sea, is required for al- 
cohol and other distilled spirits exported in 
bond free of tax. This evidence should be 
filed with the proper internal revenue of- 
ficer holding the export bond, who will, if 
such evidence be satisfactory, enter the 
proper credit on the bond. In case of in- 
ability to produce the prescribed evidence 
of landing of the alcohol exported, appli- 
cation for relief may be made. Said appli- 
cations must be supported by such reliable 
evidence as the exporter may be able to 
submit. 

In accordance with recent legislation 
(Section 402 of the Liquor Tax Adminis- 
tration Act, approved June 26, 1936), dis- 
tilled spirits and wines manufactured or 
produced in the United States on which 
an internal revenue tax has been paid and 
bottled pursuant to regulations may be 
exported subject to a drawback equal in 
amount of the tax found to have been paid 
thereon. 


Distilled spirits and wines imported into 
the United States and placed in customs 
bonded warehouses, Class 6, and used it 
the manufacture of articles intended for 
exportation may be exempted from the 
payment of internal revenue tax. (See

ADDITION OF BURNT SUGAR TO BRANDY 


Fruit distillers desiring to add a small quantity of burnt sugar to packages of brandy 
must make such addition at the time the barrels are filled and gauged on the distillery 
premises, as provided by Paragraphs 453 and 454 of Regulations ‘a 
Due to the additional supervision required and the limited store-keeper-gauger force 
available for assignment to such work, the addition of burnt sugar to packages of brandy 
filled and deposited in warehouse after January 31, 1937, will not be permitted, , 

Authorization to add burnt sugar to packages of brandy deposited in warehouse prior 
to February 1, 1937, will be granted only in those cases where the brandy is shown to be 
unmerchantable by reason of being deficient in color. In such cases, application must be 
fled with the District Supervisor by the distiller or warehouseman, showing the serial 
numbers of the barrels, the name of the producing distiller, and the necessity for the 
addition of the burnt sugar to the brandy. The Supervisor will cause the brandy to be 
inspected, and when deemed advisable, he will have representative samples of the brandy 
taken by the Government officer and submitted to the chemist attached to his office, for 
examination to determine whether the brandy is deficient in color. If the brandy is found 
to be unmerchantable, owing to color deficiency, the Supervisor may permit the addition 
of asmall quantity of burnt sugar to each of the barrels, under the immediate supervision 
of the storekeeper-gauger, after the brandy has been regauged for tax payment and prior 
to the purchase and affixing of the tax-paid stamps to the barrels. 


DISPOSITION OF OAK CHIPS USED IN THE TREATMENT OF SPIRITS 


In all cases Where oak chips are used, either in the process of distillation, or by the 
addition of the chips to the barrels, the chips, after removal from the distilling process or 
from the barrels, will be treated before the removal thereof from the distillery, rectifying 
plant or tax-paid bottl’+ g house premises, in the following manner: 

1. Where chips are used by distillers in the process of distillation they must, upon 
removal from the process, be burned in the furnace on the distillery premises, or in the 
yard of the distillery premises. If such burning is not practicable, due to the type of 
furnace in use, fire regulations, or to other valid reason, the chips must be treated with 
kerosene before the removal thereof from the distillery premises. Where kerosene is used, 
it will be sprayed or sprinkled on the chips, using not less than one gallon of kerosene to 
each one hundred pounds of chips, in such manner as to preclude the abstraction of spirits 
from any part of the entire mass after the chips are removed from the distillery premises. 
This will be effected by stirring or agitating the chips while the kerosene is being applied. 
The burning or treatment of chips must be done under the supervision of the Government 
officer assigned to the plant. 

2. Chips removed from barrels of spirits by rectifiers and by proprietors of tax-paid 
bottling houses must be burned, or if burning is not practicable, be treated with kerosene 
in the manner set forth above. Such disposition in either case must be accomplished on 
- rectifying plant or bottling house premises under the supervision of the Government 
omceer. 

3% These requirements will not preclude the rinsing of chips with cold or lukewarm 
water, for the recovery of spirits adhering thereto, by distillers, rectifiers or bottlers prior 
to disposition of the chips. :
